due to the fact, that the Nelson River flows through Split Lake and 
tends to weaken the ice from the Middle of March. 


Split Lake has never been crossed by tractor and the other 
Tractor Operators are dubious of trying it. 


Mr. Lindal however knows the area very well, having spent 
most of his life there and has a thorough knowledge of the currents 
created by the Nelson River during its course through Split Lake. 


There is, at the present time, a road through from Ilford 
to Split Lake, that can be covered by Bombardier. It is however, 
just wide enough to enable a Bombardier to pass and will have to 
be widened in spots, where the road passes through timber. 


Considering this would be the first trip from ILFORD to 
SPLIT LAKE for a tractor train, I am of the opinion Mr. Lindal's 
quotation of Thirty-Five Dollars ($35.00) per ton is reasonable. 


Unquestionably, this will be the cheapest and quickest way 
to get the building in. 


Trusting the above clarifies the situation.

By way of clarifying the picture of school 
accommodation that may hereafter be stated to be necessary at 
Split Lake and other points in your superintendency, I enclose 
a number of blanks of a pro forma which we find useful in 
surveying prospective needs, It would be helpful to have an 
exact accounting for the whereabouts of, for instance 114 
children whose names appeared on the Split Lake register in 
December. 
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Concerning other concentrations of 
Indians in your Superintendency, we get letters 
from time to time from well-meaning people who 
think we are overlooking something. I had a letter 
recently from the Churchill Chamber of Commerce 
which suggested that there are now Indian children 
there who ought to be in a day school, That reminds 
me that we have had almost no news at all about the 
attendance of Indian children at the recently 
established Provincial Schools at Ilford and York 
Factory. Perhaps, you have not gone so far afield 
yet in your snowmobile , but I understand that 
Corporal MeCardle was to go by dog-team to York 
Factory in February. 


I hope that you folks are now comfortably 
installed in your own home with the furnace functioning.

I only visited the school for a short 


time, as I was busy visiting the Indians, finding 
out how many hours a day the school was in operation, 
and receiving complaints which were numerous. Most 
of the Indians said it was useless to send their 
ehildren to school as it only started in the morning 
around eleven o'clock and closed at twelve; opening 
again around two or half-past and closing & three 
o'clock, No effort was made by the Rev. Cowley to 
teach the children. 


When I visited the school there were 12 
children in the classroom and an additional 40 were 
around the homes, who were not attending schoole 
Mr, Grafton advised me that Rev, Cowley claimed that 
he taught the children in Cree; however, as Mr. 
Grafton can speak the language and has taught Indian 
children, it was quite evident that the children were 
not taught Cree, English or anything else. I would 
recommend that this man's services be dispensed with 
and a first class teacher engaged. 


As we have not a residence at this point, 
arrangement s should be made to have material sent in 
before Spring, so we can erect a residence next summer. 
In the meantime, a teacher could board with the Hudson's 
Bay Company Post Manager. There is no doubt, that Rev. 
Cowley Gas done good Missionary work but the only 
intérest he has had in the school is the salary

I beg to report on the Swan Lake Indjan Day 


School which was visited @m December the 7th when we wore 
paying Surrendered Land woney to this Bend. 

There were present 10 pupils, 6 boys and 4 girls. 
The children were not in advanced standards but had a good 
grasp of the work gone over. They spoke out distinctly 
and were always ready to take part in any work assigned to 
them. They were neatly dressed and both pupils and teacher 
seomed happy in their school surroundings. 

The teacher, Miss Bruce, will most likely do 
very good work. She is a certified teacher of many years 
experience, being between fifty and sixty years old. Her 
sistey,who is somewhat younger,is engaged by the Presbyter=- 
ian Churchto co-operate with her in this work and so acts 
as housekeeper, looking after the mideddy meel for the 
school children. They are cultured ladies and have a good 
sense of what is wise, 30 will work harmoniously with 
any one with whom they shell be requireé to co-operate, 
for the advancement of the work on the Reserve. 

They were brought up in the city and know very 
little about country life, and being up in years will not 
be able to adapt themselves to their surroundings very 
readily. They seem to be afraid to handle a horse , but 
they are six miles from Swan Lake and the Indian homes are 
so far apart that it will be impossibe to do méch visiting 
if they have to walk and a horse is almost a neeessity.

The new stove, purchased by the 
Department, will keep the building warm on the céldest 
days. A smaii1 woodshed say 12 feet by 12 feet is needed 
so that wood can be cut and stored for the cold weather. 

The blackboard is much too small being only 

6 feet Long and 3 feet wide and it is a very poor one- 
The School is in need of a hyloplate board 16 feet long 
by 3 feet wide for the wall directly in front of the 
pupils and the old blackboard cauld be used to advantage 
on one of the side walls. This would give the teacher 
exellent blackboard space which Miss Bruce would be able 

to appreciate and also to use to great advantage. 

Miss Bruce hes the idea of having a vegetable 
garden in connection with her school, which is a good one. 
On half an acre of land, with the help of the school 
children, she can grow all the potatoes, turnips, beans, 
carrots, parsnips, cabbage and celery required for the 
méd=day meal of the school childrem and 21so for her own 
use. Purther, it is an exellent training for the children 
and will have a good influence on the Reserve. 

If these two ladies get into the way of the work, 
which they will if they decide to remain in it, I am sure 


they will build up @ good Day School at this point.

This means that the school has 
gone without a teacher all winter. I have taken this matter up with 
our District Superintendent and with Presbytery authorities and we have 
come to the conclusion that we will not be able to secure a teacher at 
the salary you are offering, namely $600 per annum for a competent teacher, 


Rev. J. W. Fulton, a man of good education and experience in 
teaching, with whom’we are now in correspondence, may be available. I 
do not know wheat certificates he has but those who know him feel that he 
would do splendid work. what Salary would you be willing to give if 
we can secure him? I do not expect that he could maintain his family 
on the salary you will give, but we might be able to add a little to it 
and heve him do some missionary work on the Reserve. Yould you be willing 
to give $900? This is the Salary you are gsiving at most other points, 
The school may not be very large,but it will take just as much to 
maintain a family at Swan Lake as elsewhere.

I am pleased to say that guite a change has come over the 
sitation here during the past few years. When I took over the Mission 
scholars were few and the attandance low. Jow the school is over- 
crowded, the average being about 27 or #8 ont of 29 on the roll. A 
mid-day meal hee to be prepared for the scholars, and while they were 
few in numbers, this work wee not conetdered very difficult, but it 
had not been mentioned by the Indian Department as far as I know ; 
et least nothing wae waid to me sbont 4t when I took over the wiseton. 
Gradually the work progressed, the attendance incressed until we 
reeched the orecent overcrowded condition. This is an encouraging 
feult, but with the inoreased attendance hes come #444 ti onal tork in 
pt combed the hot meal. It now prectf¢elly toekes up all the forenoon 
of my wife's time cooking fur them, that is, to sich an extent that 

‘“-ehe cannot undertake any of her own household duties until afternoon.

Enclosed pleese find cony of 9 letter I have received 
from Rey. J. A. Donaghy, our missionary at Swan Leke, Man. T am not 
sure that I am very familiar with the sitnation but I understand that 
in most of the Indian Day Sehools the Government provides food fora 
hot mesl et noon for the school children, and thet two or three cf the 
lerger pupile, under supervision of the teacher or the matron, if one 
ie employed by the Depertment, prepares this meal, and the children 
are tenght to set the table, weeh the dishes etc. 


I believe thet et Cote Indian School the Metron is 
employed by the Department and gives her whole time to this work and 
thet Mre. Marshell, the teacher, has been siding the Matron. 


We are delighted to heer of the progress of the work 
et Swan Lake and the close cooperation between Government officials 
and our Missionary and his wife has lergely been instrumental in 
bringing this about. Three years ago this Keserve was reported to 
us as one of the most pagan. A remarkable change seems to have teken 
place. 


To return to the Pield watron's duties, I do not see 
how she can do the work cn the Reserve, visit the eiok end dispense 
medicine, prepare the mid-day hot meals, bake the bread, teach the 
children etc. without more assistance. It must -aleo be borne in 
mind that she is the Missionary's wife and in this capacity hes 
countless other duties devolving upon her. I do not know how to 
overcome the difficulty. How would it be to give Mrs. Donaghy an 
increase in salery and let her secure her own assistance for this work?

The situation in connection with our day school at this 
mission is such that I find that unless something is done immediately 
the work will be severely handicapped. 


The school is a one roomed building (downstairs) about 
17'x26' inside, It ie fitted with 20 single seats ané we have 31 on 
the roll without bye | my own two children which make 33, and the 
attendance is around 320 to 31. 9 of these sit at a table used for 
their mid-day meal, ami 3 sit at another small table, and still another 
at my desk. Efficient teaching is impossible in such cramped quarters 
as it is impossible to take,class up to the front for a blackboard 
leseon as the tables are there. Lack of room keeps everything in dis- 
order ae there is only room to hang a few coate or hats; the rest are 
deposited in a corner behind the rear seats. The porch is used as @ 
washroom in the summex, but daring the winter thie very important part 
cf our equipment has to be dispensed with for lack of space, 


There being only table room for a few during the mid-day 
meal the rest are forced to use their desks, which become greased up 
when soup or meat is served. The desk tops slope and spilling is the 
usuel ong with the little ones. This makes thinge far from sanitary, 
eg om uring the fly season. The teacher's desk has to be used for 
a side table. 


The atmosphere of the room during the severe winter months 
becomes filthy because of lack of ventilation. Windows cannot be dpéned 
as they lift from the bottom and children sit right againet them. This 
te herdly in keeping with what the Department considers a healthy en- 
vironment. To talk on the value of fresh air in euch a cless room is 
very inconsistent.

We are desperately in need of a building having the foll- 
owing accommodation: 


1. Seats fer 40 scholars. 
2. Dining room in which to feed them. 


S. Kitchen in which to prepare the meals. 
4. Separate wash rooma and cloak rooms for boys and girls. 
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i 
5. An adequate water supply. At present it is all carried from 


@ well about 600 feet away. 
6. Some arrangement for a supply of help in preparing the meals. 


When we came here over three years ago it was not a very 
big task to prepare the meal for the 8 or 9 attending; but now the work 
hae become so great that something must be done to supply help. The 
Department has ordered my wife to bake bread for this large group of 
children. (It must be kept in mind that she has her own baking to do 
aiso). This if no emall extra to add to what she has been doing, and 
there is a limit to the amount of time she can spend upon suchwark,. At 
Fairford day school a cook was put in, but of course their attendance is 
double ours. But ours is large enough to requiré that something be done. 
Rither they should make it possible for my wife to hire someone to do 
her work, or hire someone to assist in the baking and cooking. To take 
the big girls from the morning class every day ie too much. Cooking 
lessons are all right in their place, but they should not displace math- 
ematics and reading. 


At present the meal is prepared at the Mission House and 
eearried over to the school more than 200 feet away. In a summer gale or 
winter blizzard this ie not a pleasure. That is why I say the new schoo} 
should have ite won kitchen where the cooking can be done am the dishes 
washed and put eway. 


We have always had to supply the fuel for thie small rest- 
aurant when our oil stove would have done our private cooking for the 
Gummer, but expeneive fuel must be used every day because of the school, 

You will see from these lines that something should be 
done ibis gummer ae more scholars are soy of age, and none will be 
leaving for a year at least, then we might lose four. 

Hoping something will be done shortly, I remain

I beg to etate that our agent at 
Portage la Prairie, to whom thie matter wae referred, 
recommends that if lire. Doneghy requiree further help in 
the kitohnen, she shoulé arrange to pay for same from the 
galary whieh she and her husband reecive from the Depart- 
ment and the Gharoh. It ie further suggested that lire. 
Donaghy utilise the services of the older girle to aeeict 
her in the cooking and ecerving of the meal. The older boye 
aleo might aceiet in the carrying of water and in the 
Gleaning up after the meal. 


Regarding the baking of bread, the agent etates 
that he 4414 not inetruct Mre. Donaghy to serve bread in- 
etead of bieouite. It was her own suggestion that she be 
allowed to bake bread. The quantity of biecuite contracted 
for to be delivered thie eohool for the fieoal year 1924-25 
ie 1000 pounde. ‘The older girle would receive valuable 
pa ne | if they aeeieted in the preparing and serving of 
the food, and, 1f Mre. Donaghy would utilise their sorvicee 
and the eérvicee of the older boye, there would not appear 
to be any need for hiring extra help. 


The Department ie aware of the lack of facilities 
at this echool for the preparing and serving of the meal, 
aleo the need of more accommodation for elaseroom purpoeees.

There is a matter upon which I would like to 
have your ruling, although I regret having to do so. 


Through what I considered lack of organization, 
some of the Indians left the Reserve wo work outside. This 
left their own thresher probably a little short. Now as the 
season is getting late, the Yarm Instructor wishes to release 
some of the machine help so they can plow, and take my school 
boys to fill the gap. I have protested to him, claiming he 
as truancy officer has no right to do this, especially as we 
are taking up particular work with this class. He has plenty 
of man power at his disposal and I feel that he should use it 
and not my scholars. This refelcts upon my work by reducing 
my everage, as well as putting my high scholars behind in 
their work. 


On account of the attitude Mr. Hillhouse has 
assumed I feel that we ought to have your ruling upon this. 
I can conceive of conditions in which it would be good to 
release some boys for a short time but not when members of 
the band are working outside the Reserve. 


I regret that Mr. Hillhouse's attitude toward 
the Department's educational work here is not what I feel 
it should be. I was sorry to have to speak to you last 
summer about some work which he had promised to do many 
weeks before, but never found time to carry out. Aliso, it 
is now about fourteen months since you asked him to see that 
the lattice in front of the closets was painted. I was partly 
done, and since then I have only been able to get his 
assurance that he is going to do it. The unfinished job is 
very noticeable to visitors, and it reflects upon my ability 
to look after the premises and keep things neat. I would 
like to see it finished before another winter sets in. I am 
sorry to bring these things to your notice, but I do not 
like to see my end of the work used in this manner.

herewith forwarding @ copy of a letter 
which I received from the Rev. James A. Donaghy, the 
school teacher on the Swan Lake Reserve. You will 
note that the gist of his complaint is that some of 
the Indians left the reserve this fall to work out- 
side, and that the Indians being short handed on the 
reserve machine, some of the boya from the school were 
taken to help out with the work. 


This man seems to be impossible to get slong 
with. I have been on this reserve on several occasions 
and Mr. Hillhouse has done exceptionally good work since 
he went down there, as conditions on the reserve certainly 
show. 


1t ig only natural that the Indians who do not 
have a crop would go off the reserve to work at threshing 
in order to make some money to provide for themselves 
and their families, and if the threshing machine on the 
reserve was short handed probably for a week or ten days 
I can find no fault with the Farming Instructor for 
keeping a few boys out of school to help out with the 
work. We all realise that while the weather is favourable 
the threshing must be pushed to the limit, and there is 
no doubt in my mind that the same thing is taking place 
in every white settlement in Western Canada, i.e. - boys 
old enough to work are being kept out of school to help 
with the harvesting and threshing.

Dear Sir:- 


Last spring I wrote to you asking about the fuel used in 
preparing the mid-day meal for the children at the Swan Lake 
Indian School. You forwarded to me a copy of a letter sent to the 
Agent, Mr. A, Ogletree, in which he was instructed to ask me to 
requisition him for the necessary amount. As this was not done I 
wrote asking him if he knew anything about what should be done, I 
received no reply, but we went on using our own supply, thinking it 
would all be arranged later. I wrote again last week, and have 
just received word from him that he has no authority to purchase 
wood fro the school. 

Probably he has forgotten about the letter he received 
last June, or may have overlooked that paragraph. 

Since school opened on Sept. lst we have used quite a 
lot of fuel preparing daily dinners for about 30 children, as a 
big fire has to be kept going until the dishes are cleaned up after 
dinner. This increases fuel consumption about one third, we have 
judged. I do not like to remind the Agent that he has information 
about this matter, but as it is now four years since we began using 
our own wood, which is costing $6 a cord sawed (but not split) I 
think it is time the Department did something about it. 

The paragraph in the letter to Mr. Ogletree from Mr. 

J. D, McLean reads as follows: 

"The teacher states that he has had to supply the fuel 
needed for the preparation of the midday meal. The Department 
considers this a charge against Appropriation for Indian Sducation 
and you may instruct Mr. Donaghy to requisition to you for what- 
ever is required for this purpose," (Dated June 9th, 1924). 

I judge that the Department owes us around 15 cords for 
the four years, but I don't suppose they feel like making up for 
past years,

There has been built by the Department 
a fine New School during the year 1925 which is greatly 
appreciated by the Indianaof this Band,and it shows them 
the interest the Department is taking in educating their 
children and there is very little trouble, in getting these 
children to attend achool regular . They are also supplied 
with a mid-day meal which also encourages regular attendance 
to pupils who live some distance from the school.This meal 
is served under the supervision of Mrs.Donaghy,with one or 
two of the elder girls to assist her. Mrs. Donaghy also 
gives the Indian women and pupils lessons in cooking, baking 
sewing, knitting and other helpful work. There is a large 
garden here and enough potatoes and other roots were grown 
for the supply for the years mid-day meale.Progress is 
reported of the pupils by the teacher,the school is kept 
clean and the pupils are clean, happy and contented 
There are 3I children on the school Register with an average 
attendance of 23.

The Mntis 
expect to have the Birtle School and the three reserves up there, I should 
say four, ag the Bitdtail is there too, 


Now I musf close. I hope some of the worry will faal fron 
your shoulders. We are in very fair shape now for Xmas. Some of the 
Indians gave a few dollars to buy things for their children, 


fhe weather is trying to moderate a bit. and it will be a 
blessing to many on the prairie and in the city.

I have yours ot December 2yth. in regard to 
Swan Lake. I have taken this up with Mrs. Clark of the 
Women's Missionary Society, and she has given me a copy of 
a letter she received recentiy trom Mr. Donaghy. You will 
gee that he has been selling “ocvasgins to some fo the Indians. 
These were not sent forward by the Women's Missionary Society. 


I expect that the complaint that has been sent in 
to you is just. a continuation of the old anti-union propoganda 
which has been, und is still being conducted by some of the 
anti-union leaders. 


With regerd to the seliigg of supplies, [ find 
this occurs only when ther happens to be an over supply of 
articles. The old and needy are always cared for, but if there 
is un over suppiy and if there are some who cun well afford 
to pay , the proceeds ere used for some urgent needs of the 
GSehodb. If some of these Indian people can afford to pay 
there is no reason why they should be pauperized.

I beg to report that there is trouble, between Mr. Donaghy, 
teacher at the Swan Lake Indian Day School, and Mr. Minielly, Farm 
Instructor, at Swan Lake Jeserve. 


Mr. Donarhy is interfering too much batwaen the Indians and 
the Farm Instructor, both over the Farming and the School children. 
Mr. Donashy sets very nasty and abusive at timesand Mr. Minielly 
has threatened to leave saveral timeg on account of Mr. Donaghy's 
actions. T have had assurance from the Church Authorities and s1s0 
from the Departmont, that Mr. Donaghy will he ramoved from Swan Lake, 
but nothing has bean done yot. 


We cannot keep a Farm Instrudor hore, unless Mr. Donaghy 
is removed, as he is using his influence against the Department's 
Officials, he did the same with Mr. Hillhouse and there is no doubt 
he was the cause of turning the Indians against Mr. Hillhouse. 


Mr. Donaghy, has now caused trouble between Charlie Tanner 
and his son Archie, he forced this boy to got a divorce from a girl 
he married, which cost Archie $165.00 and es far as I can learn he 
is the cause of Archie desiring to stop farming with his father. 


In the case of two children, he reported to me for their 
not attending school, Mr. Minielly is the Truant-Oflicer and he had 
the doctor examine these children and the doctor reported them un- 
fit for school, Mr. Donaghy was very abusive to Mr. Minielly and 
threatened to report him for not having these children at school.

A. Ogletree alleging interference by Mr. Donaghy, the teacher 
at the Swan Luke Indian Day School, with Mr. Minielly, the 
Farming Instructor on the regerve. This, as you will recall, 
ig not the first instance of trouble occurring on this raserve 
48 & result of Mr. Donaghy's actions, Mr. Hillhouse now farming 
Instructor in the Carlton Agency having been transferred from 
Swan Lake for these reasons. Mr. Minielly evidently finds 
the position so intolerable that he has threatened to leave on 
Several occasions, and the tension which existe ie not only dis- 
agreeable but is bound to have its effact on the work on the 
reserva. 


Mr. Ogletree refers in his letter to having had assurance 
from the Church Authorities as well as from the Departmnt, that 
Mr. Donaghy would he removed, and if this has been given .the 
promised action might wall take place without further delay before 
the position on tha reserve forces Mr. Minielly's hand and compels 
him to resign. We have had no trouble with Mr. Minielly and he 
igs carrying on his duties satisfactorily. He appears to be a 
type of man not sasily replaced and deserves the protection of the 
Dapartment. I shall be glad if steps can be taken to have 
Mr. Donaghy withdrawn from the swan Lake Keserve. ~

I enclosing herewith a report on the 
various schools in the Po la Prairie and Manitowapah 
Agencies, This report was made by Mr, Inspector Hamilton, 
who was ocoupied from the 25th, February to the llth. April 
in making an inspection of these two agencies, 


Everything at the Swan Lake Indian Dey 
School seems to be in a most satisfactory condition, The 
Inspector makes the usual comment regarding the children not 
Speaking out distinctly. Oonditions at the Waterhen Day 
School also appear to be fairly satisfactory. 


At the St. Andrews Day School the Inspector 
pointe out that the attendance is irregular and progrese slow, 
am afraid the trouble here is that the Department have not 

the right kind of a man teaching the school, and it has 
occurred to me that it might be a good plan to suggest a change 
of teachers and also to issue inetructions to have the children 
who are not attending school regularly sent to Boarding School. 
Those who belong to the Church of England might be sent to 
Elkhorn, and the two Roman Catholic boye mentioned could go to 
Lebret, In the case of Moses Cook it is pointed out that he 
hes scarcely attended school at all during the past year, 


With reference to the Ebb and Flow Day 
chool, I would draw your attention to what the Inspector 
to say regarding the teacher, Mr. Taggart.

The 
attendance here is fair. The Inepector points out that 
while the teacher is qualified, he is of the opinion that

not know thet I can agree with him in this, We have hed 
some splendid results with two girls working in these 
schools, in fact better than when we had a man, We have 
nothing in the estimates to provide for repairing the 
interior of this school. I note the Inspector states that 
@ large patch of plaster has fallen off the ceiling and

~ / The Lake St. Martin Day School was closed 
A > at the time the Inspector made his visit, as also was the 
oy Little Saskatchewan Day School. 
The Fairford Improved Day School seems to 
be doing good work. There is nothing in connection with this 
netitution that requires any speci attention from the 
epartment. 


The Portage la Prairie Residential School 
is be to its usual standart, and good work is being done. 
The Inspector points out that the walls are cracked in places, 
y j/@nd the plaster is lifting from the lath, due to a leaky roof

y |eStimates for repairs excepting $400.00 to repair the 
/ (verandah, Part or all of this amount might be used to repair 
the roof, as it is more important that the roof be cared for

Dear Doctor MeGill:- 

I have the honour to submit the following 
report on the Swan Lake Indian Day School, Portage la 
Prairie Agency, inspected on January 26th, 1933. 

Rev. Je BE. Cooper is the teacher in charge 
and @lso the United Church Missionary on the reserve, 
There are 19 children on the roll, 13 Indians, 3 
Canadian Halfbreeds, ana 3 American Indians. The 
avefage attendanve for December was 15. The children 
appeared well along in their eradés and are bright and 
alert. They were all well clothed and neat in appear. 
ance. A noon lunch is served, but not on such an 
elaborate scale as when I last visited the school. 

The classroom was clean in appearance, tidy, 
and well ventilated. The building is in good repair 
and little, if any, expense will be needed for its 
upkeep during the coming year. 

It will be noted that when the children 
belonging to the American Indians and Canadian Halfbreeds 
do not attend the school, the enrolment will only be 13. 
There are, however, a number of small children on the 
reserve reaching the age of 7 and by fall the number 
enrolled may be considerably enlarged.

I beg ito acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 
17th ultimo With enclosed list of suggestions sent to the 
Department by the Rev.J.E.Cooper, teacher at the Swan Lake 
Day School. I have considered the proposals set out in 
Mr.Cooper's letter, and beg to report as follows: 


land 2, I think Mr.Cooper's suggestion, especially in 
connection with the half-breed's, is unfair. There are 
two half-breed families on the Reserve, and the elder 
children in both cases have been through the Portage la 
Prairie Residential School. The families are named Swain 
and McKenny. The Swain family lives three miles from the 
Day School, is poorly clothed, and not fit to walk the 
three miles to school during the winter months. All the 
Swain children have been educated at the Portage la Prairie 
School and applications have recently been received for the 
admittance of the two younger children. I think that Mr. 
Cooper's suggestion refers especially to these children. 


3. A daily mid-day meal is provided in all schools 
in this Agency where a Day School is situated during the 
winter months. The cooking of this meal is done by the 
teacher with the assistance of the older eirl nunila, The 
materials for the meal are purchased by the Department and 
the service for cooking is given without cost and with 
pleasure by the teacher. 


4. Mr.Cooper has a cow, and previous to the shipping 
of condensed milk with the mid-day meal supplies, used to 
sell milk for the meal, and this was paid by the Department. 
In discussions with various Medical Officers I am informed 
that condensed milk is purer and better for Indian children, 
5. No mention is made in this paragraph of knitting 
and sewing. Only the serving and preparing of meals and 
washing and drying the articles used. This is also done at 
other Day Schools, the necessary washing of pots and pans 
being done after the meal is finished, and this again with- 
mut cost to the Department. 


6. This matter was taken up in my report of Ap 
21st last, which was in answer to Department letter 1 27 
of April 17th. 

In making a general survey of all the suggestions 
embodied in Mr.Cooper's letter, the one fact is »bvious, he 
ls trying to augment his salary by being paid for work that 
other teachers do, gratis. Mr.Cooper the best paid 
teacher in the Agency and does no other service but teach 
school,

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Other teachers cook meals for the school 
children and in many cases for old and destitute people, 
{issue drugs and visit the sick. In a number of 
schools where a male teacher is employed the wife of the 
teacher takes the sewing classes without cost to the 
Department. 


Tt am inclined to think that Mr.Cooper has lost 


sight of the duties associated with a missionary resident 
on a Reserve.

M I refer to departmental letter of August 
17th, in which the statement was made that the suggest- 
ions contained in your letter of Auguet 10th had been 
submitted to the Indian Agent for the district for his 
consideration and recommendation. 


The Agent, in hie report to the Demrtment 
states that only the children of certain half-breed 
families who live a considerable distance from the 
school ome been sent to the Portage la Prairie instit- 
ution. podieny | be interested to learn, in thie con- 
nection, "Shes have a request from the Prineipal of the 


Portage la Prairie Seheol for an additional enrolment of 
ten ile. Mr. Jones expresses the opinion that at 
least an enrolment of 100 pupils is necessary to epasute 


the school efficien and economically. I make this 
statement as an illustration of how difficult it is to 
make certain ustmente that on the surface may appear 
comparatively simple. 


I feel confident you will experience no 
difficulty whatever in reach an agreement with the 
Agent whereby the eenior le ean be given a certain 
amount of instruction in ane oe in the thy i of 
meals. My own opinion is that ee girle should 
all the work in connection with the noonday meal. I 
feel confident that such inetruction would prove very 
valuable to them when they are called upen to t ake up 
household duties later. If you believe that, in

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addition to this, a certain amount of instruction should 
be given them in Sewing, Knitting, Crochet Work, ete., 
you should send in to the Agent a list of the supplies 
and matterial necessary. A number of Indian day school 
teachers have been supplied with this material and have 
discovered that their pupils are deeply interested in 
this particular phase of school work. 


A difference of opiate Seems to exist with 
respect to the supply of milk at our schools. If the 

tendent of Medical Services was assured that 
eattle on reserves were free of tuberculosis and that the 
barne ané milking utensils were kept in a sanitary con- 
dition, he would be disposed to recommend the use of 
fresh milk. In the absence of such assurance, however, 
and a8 a general policy, we have been recommending the 
use of condensed milk as a very valuable and wholesome 
Substitute. This is a matter, however, upon which the 
lecal Agent is in a better position to pass judgment 
than any of the officials here. You might discuss this 
and Ne other suggestions with the Agent on hie next 
visit to the reserve.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of the 15th 
instant, in which you discuss a number of probleme relating 
to your work as missionary teacher at the Swan Lake Indian 
Day School. 


I may state that immediate following the receipt 
of your communication I looked up the Inspector's reports on 
hie visite to your school. These reports appear to be 
eminently satisfactory, and I note that Inspector Robertson 
refers also to the general improvement in the grounds and 
particularly to the tree planting programme that has been 
undertaken in recent years. In view of these facts, I have 
been wondering if you have not been attaching too much in- 
portance to a number of small problems that have arisen. 
in any event, I am anxious that you should make out a complete 
list of the equipment you feel necessary, including buckeaw, 
axe, etc., and send this forward immediately to the Indian 
agent. If you do this, 1 feel your request wili receive 
prompt attention. 


It is my intention te discuss with certain repres- 
entatives of the United Church when they visit Ottawa on 
November firet the whole matter of residential schoole and 
their enrolment ae well ac the inadvisability, or otherwise, 
of recruiting on Indian reserves where day sechoole have been 
established. I feel confident, from my discussions with these 
men in the past, we shall experience no difficulty in reaching

I am in receipt of a somewhat lengthy letter from 
the missionary teacher at the Swan Lake Indian Day School, 
in which he refere to a number of probleme relating to his 
work there. 


I have asked Mr. Cooper. to send forward to you a 
list of the equipment which he feels necessary to carry out 
a worthwhile programme of instruction at this school. He 
Claims that a buckeaw and axe are urgently required. Ne also 
refers to a certain tree planting programme that he has 
carried out and intimates that he hae experienced the utmost 
diffieulty in gesting Indian labour to keep these tree plots 
in proper condition. This is a matter that might be referred 
te the farm instructor on the reserve. My personal oureeee 
ie that this man has been toe long in his present position 
and is attaching altogether tev much importance to a number 
of comparatively trivial matters. It is my intention to 
Giseuss his case with representatives of the United Church 
when they visit Ottawa in the immediate future. It is 
altogether likely that they may consider the advisability 
of making a change at this school. In the meantime, however, 
end until a change takes piace, I think we would be well 
advised to supply him with the equipment he claime is 
necessary.

I desire to acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of thé 4th instent and to thank you for the 
information contained therein. 


The children of American Indians who 
may be living of the Swan Lake reserve from time to 
time are subject to the same laws insofar as attend- 
ance at school is concerned as Canadian Indians 
and the law in their case should be enforced. 


T am not at all sure however that these 
American Indians heve any actual rights on the re- 
serve. It might be well if you secured definite 
information with respect to the number of these 
Indians, the length of time they have resided on 
the Sevan Lake reserve and the names of the reserves 
to which they may be nominally attached in the 
United States. The whole question should then be 
submitted to the Superintendent of Reserves and 
Trusts for a ruling. In the meantime and until such 
a ruling is received by you, their children should 
be encouraged to attend sehool regularly.

Dear Mr. Hamilton: 


The records here indicate that the 
attendance at the Swan Lake Indian Day School is in no 
sense satisfactory. This attendance has been irrecular 
and sowewhat unsatisfactory for two or three years. 

In view of the war conditions now confronting us, hovever, 
a sincere attempt is being made by the Department to 
encourage more regular attendance at our [Indian day schools 
throughout the Dominion. 


T heave been wondering if it would be 
possible for you te take 4 personal interest in this matter 
and interview the Principal of the Portage la Prairie 
Residential Sehoel in respect to conditions on the Swan 
Lake reserve. The Principal of the Portage School, Ur, 
Jones, is constantly requesting an increase in pupilaze 
at the Portage institution, while the records here indicate 
that he has at least #41 pupils enrelied st his school from 
the Swan Laker reserve. In othér wor#s, he is aking for 
an additional pupilage while the Swan take school is 
experiencing ‘the utmost ¢ifficulty tn secuming « satis~- 
factory attemfance of pupils. It has occurred to me thet 
it might be pwcsible for the Principel st Portace la 
Prairie to return to the reserve a half dogen or so pupils 
who come from Indian homes where conditions ere reasonably 
satisfactory. This matter has been @iseussed very fully 
with a representative of the United Church, The chureh 
authorities feel that some adjustment should be possible 
between the Principal of the Portage school and the 
teacher in charge of the Indian school et Swan Lake. 

There is not even a remote poneese ss ae that we can increase 
the pupilage at Portage le Prairte at any time in the 
immediate future, nor is there in my judgment « remote 
possibility that we shall have funds sufficient to buy 

the Principal at Portage la Prairte the additional lands 
that he hes been onxious to secure during the lest year 

or two. 


You might, at your sonteeennrs diseuss 


this matter with the parties concerned and with Indian 
Agent Waite end let me have any recommendations you may 
care to send forward.

The presbytery of Carman appointed a Commission to 
investigate conditions on the Indian Springs Reserve in so far 
as these conditions affected our Missionary and his work there . 

At our September meeting the commission reported and 
the report was left in the hands of the executive which was 
charged with the responsibility of putting it in shape and of 
forwarding the resolutions arising out of tne report to the 
proper authorities. 

I am therefore forwarding to you tne following 
‘esolutions : 


(1) "That whereas we find that the School Attendance Act 

is not being enforced on the Indian Springs reserve to the extent 
that in our judgment it should (out of a possible attendance of 
29,there is an average attendance of eleven) we respectfully 
suggest that more definite action be taken by your department 
to ensure a fuller compliance with the Indian Act regarding 
schoul attendance. We further suggest that the attendance 
enforcement officer should be in much closer touch with the school 

ban it is possible for the R.C .M.P.,wnoo lives thirty niles 
distant,to be. 


(2) That whereas we find that Trachoma and other diseases 
are prevelent on the Reserve and whereas we know that one lad 
living in the Floral Sehool District contracted Trachva. 48 a 
result of coming in contact with children from tne Reserve and 
whereas we understand that the inspection of the sehool by 4 
Medical Officer has been discontinued,we suggest that medical 
inspection be restored and that saetion be taken to safeguard 
the white people living adjacent to the Reserwe from tne ravages 
of these diseases, 


(3) That whereas we understand that many of the ehildren on 
the Reserve are undernourished and where: we know lat the serving 
of a hot lunca at noon has been discontinued,we suggest that your 
Department should serve 4 hot nooneda; lunechin the school and 
taus bridge the gap between the treatment ef children in the 
residential schools and those in the day schools ,”

are not as a rule equipped to serve such meals, but I do 
believe thet a lunch is advantaceous and should be 
provided. We have discovered also that where a noonday 
meal is provided the teacher or the wite of the teacher 
usually requests additional remuneration for cooking this 
meal and the Treasury Regulations now in force do not 
permit such payments to Indian day school teachers or to 
the wives of such teachers. 


For some reason or other that T find 
it difficult to explain, there has been lack of cooper- 
ation on the part of our officials with the tea cher in 
charge of the Indian Springs school. Just who is to 
blame, T am not in a position to state. [I have felt for 
Some time, however, that Mr, Cooper, in view of his 
academic standing and the experience he has had, might 
render better service at another school and on a different 
reserve, However, in view of the fact that his classroom 
work is satisfactory to the Department, a recommendation 
for any change would have to come from the church 
authorities. 


The Principal of the Portage la Prairie 
school has been recruiting on this reserve for a number 
of years. I am not sure that it is wise to continue thts 
recruiting. This is a matter, however, that will be 
thoroughly investigated by Inspector Hamilton, who will 
discuss the question in detail with Mr. Jones.

I have for acknowledgment your letter 
of the 7th instant, in which you submit, for departmental 
consideration, three resolutions arising out of an 
investigation undertaken by a Commission appointed by the 
Carman Presbytery of the United Church of Canada, into 
conditions on the Indian Springs reserve. 


I may state that prior to the receipt 
of your communication I discussed the subject matter of 
these resolutions very fully and in detail with the 
Reverend Dr. Dorey, who visited my office a week or so 
ago. On November 4 I wrote to Inspector A. G. Hamilton, 
asking him to make a personal investigation of conditions 
on this particular reserve and report to the Department. 
I am today communicating with him again in respect to 
this metter. 


There is nothing on file here to 
indicate that the noonday lunch was discontinued at the 
Indian Springs day school. The Indian Agent, who resides 
at Portage la Prairie, was authorized to purchase supplies 
for noonday lunches at the schools in his agency, to an 
amount equal to that allowed last year. We have been 
attempting, as a matter of general policy, to limit 
somewhat these noonday lunches. We have Learned from 
experience that the preparation of a full meal, the 
washing of the dishes and the adjustments necessary in 
the classroom take up an amount of time that can scarcely 
be justified. In other words, we would be better advised 
to make a relief allowance to Indian parents and have them 
serve these meals in the Indian homes. Indian day schdols

I am enclosing herewith, for your 
information and for whatever action you may deem neces~ 
sary, @ number of resolutions received by the Department 
from the Reverend William Reid, Secretary of the Carman 
Presbytery of the United Church of Canada. These 
resolutions, you will note, relate to certain conditions 
on the Indian Springs reserve, referred to by me in my 
letter to you of November 4. 


I had learned from a number of sources 
during the last year or two that conditions on this 
particular reserve were growing gradually worse. I was 
not at sll presets. therefore, when I received these 
resolutions. am anxious that you should make a thorough 
ag egy me of the matters referred to and report fully 
to the Department. It is my understanding that a noonday 
lunch is provided for at this school. I am anxious to 
know if in your judgment this lunch should be extended 
into a full noonday meal. The time spent in the prepar- 
ation of sueh a meal at a number of our schools scercely 
justifies the multiplication of such meals unless con- 
ditions on the reserve dewand such action. It might be 
better for us as a relief measure to provide meals for 
the ehildren at their homes. 


I am referring the resolution relating to 
Trachoma to Dr. Stone. He will in all probability 
communicate with you sith respect to the matter.

General comment: I hereby submit my anmal report on Swan Lake Reserve (Day) 


School. I spent Nov, 2lst in this school exeniing the work of the stud- 
ents and the teaching methods of Mr. J. BE. Cooper, M. A. B.D. This 

is Mr. Cocper's thirteenth year on this reserve. During this time he 
has served the Reserve weil and faithfully but it would appear that 
during the last year or so some misunderstanding has arisen between 

him and the Ghurch Officials. No later than thie last September a 
Commission was appointed by the Ghurch to investigate all matters 
pertaining to this charge. Mr. Cooper was kind enough to allow me to 
see a copy of this report. I think the report is a very comprehensive one 
and very fair in every respect. Mr. Cooper told me last year that he 
would like to be transferred to a new field and from what I was able to 
observe and from what he told me it is my opinion that this might be in 
the best interests of all concerned. I certainly think that. this matter 
should receive the attention of the proper authorities before the close 
of the next school term. There are a number of factors which enter into 
this case and which do not concern me as an Inspector of Schools but as 

I have previously mentioned I feel that it would be in the best interests 
of everyone if a change were made,

N.B.—ONE FORM TO BE USED FOR EACH CLASSROOM TEACHER. 
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The students of this Reserve are not attending school ol 
the way that they should and evidently no pressure is brought to béar 
upon them to do so. You will note that the enrolment speaks for itself 
and I might refer you to my report of iast year which gives some indica- 
tion of the attendance. I have singled out for this report two examples, 
such as thet of student Mimir Tukumdum, born 1925, attended school fer 
the first tine in 1932 and has attended a grand 
total of 32 days up to and including Nov. 21/39. 
Also the case of her sister sorotny Tukumdum, born 1929, attended school 
in 1936 and has & grand total of 27 days up to 
and including Nov. 21/68, 
There is also a student born 1932 who has not attended and a Walker 
family of five, ranging between the ages of 7 and 15, not attending 
school at all 


Mr. Cooper states that when he first took over this school, 
@ number of years ago, he received a larger allowance beside food and 
clothing and, of course, this was an attraction in itself to attend 
more regularly. Since the early days this has been reduced to practi- 
cally nothihg end at the present Mr. Cooper is trying to get by by 
serving them one light, warm lunch which consists of 4 bowl of soup 
and ea couple of biscuits, 


Mr. Cooper has another complaint to make and that is that 
the pupils are not getting the Medical attention they deserve, Tra- 
choma is very prevalent on this Reserve and there are few families, if 


any, né6 affected by this dread disease. This is also a matter whitch 
I feel deserves the immediate attention of the authorities, 


GROUNDS. 

Comparing pictures taken then and now, one would not recog- 
nize the grounds today from that of 12 years ago. Mr. Cooper has 
worked wonders in planting trees, shrubs and grasses, The fences and 
playground equipment are in very good shape, 


BUILDINGS. 

The outside buildings have received attention prior to the 
opening of school for this term and there is no criticism to be levied 
in this regerd. 


FLAG. 
The flag is in good shape but requires a new rope, This 
needs immediate repair. 


ROOM EQUIPMENT. 

The library, Geography Squipment, Musie (Organ) and general 
supplies are very good, This year, I am sorry to say, I mst report 
thet thereis no fire extinguisher or any kind, 


SCHOOL HOUSE. 

The school was redecorated lest year, The extertor was painted 
during the summer of 1939 and the interior was redecorated’ during the 
Christmas Vacation, The seating, heating, lighting and ventilation is 
very good. The blackboards are the seme as last year and range from 
good to poor, One piece of board will soon have to be replaced. The 
basement is very neat and tidy and it is here that the lunch is served 
and wood-working classes held. The students did not make as mich pro- 
erese in this particular field of work as they might have done. It is 
my opinion that in all these schools they should be given the opportunity 
to do as mich with their hands as possible. «In the general clessroom 
work I have found all the note books of the students very neat. Mr. 
Cooper does not allow them to keep many scribblera as he believes this 
to be in their own advantage due to the amount of Trachoma. The number 
work, writing and spelling is good, the reading fair, From my report you 
will note that the students are not graded higher than Grade V but I found 
one doing writing, spelling and some composition equilvalent to Grade VII 
or VIII standing, The teaching of history, grammar, and geography seems 
to be a difficult matter, 
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I might add here that if a change is made in the teacher of 
this school this year an effort should be made to engage a good Pri- 
mary teacher. 


In closing I would like to pay a special compliment to Mrs. 
Cooper for the work that she has done in the interests of the girls 
of the Reserve.

I am enclosing herewith, for your inform- 
ation, copy of # report on the Swan Lake Indian Day School, 
submitted to the Department by Inspector W. S. Lockhart. 
It oceurred to me that in view of the existing conditions 
on the Swan Lake reserve you would be interested in this 
report. 


I have discussed with Dr. Stone the 
desirability of taking immediate steps to improve the 
medical services on the reserve, and I feel confident that 
steps will be taken to improve this service in the very 
near future. It is Dr. Stone's intention to have Dr. Wall, 
the trachoma specialist, visit this reserve just as soon 
as he can conveniently do so. 


I have never been able to convince myself 
that Mr. Cooper is responsible for all the ills from which 
the Indians appear to be suffering at Swan Lake, but I do 
think that it would be in the interests of all parties 
concerned to have a change of tea cher at the school. In 
my humble judgment 13 years is altogether too long a period 
for a teacher to remain in charge of a school on an Indian 
reserve. The average teacher simply cannot hold the esteem 
of the Indians for this lengthy period of time. 


May I direct your attention particularly 
to the suggestion made by the Inspector in the penultimate 
paragraph.of his report. I feel confident that if this 

y suggestion were adopted it would result not only in better 
| attendance but also in greater progress generally at the 
I school.

Dear Sir: 


I wish to acknowledge your letter 127-6-1, 
dated November 9th and to report that in company with 
Agent Waite, I investigated the complaints registered 
by the Carman Presbytery and would report on each re« 
solution as follows, - 


1. The roll calle for 24 pupils. There 
are 5 children living over 2 miles from school. One 
child, Alexander Esquash, age 9, hae enlarged glands 
and ie in poor health. These facts naturally affect 
the attendance as ofton the Indian children have not 
the warm clothing required. Then — there are 7 
children from American parents, 5 of which have not 
yet attended thie term, These Indians live on the 
Reserve, but are not members of the Band. Does sec= 
tion 10 = 4 of the Indian Act apply to the American 
children? I am of the opinion they should abide by 
the regulations or move off the Reserve. The balance 
of the children enrolled attend fairly well. Children 
who must cmtinually be compelled to attend school, I 
fear, will make little progress. I am sure if the 
echool life, and lessons, Were made more attractive 
we would have less trouble. 


2. This paragraph is somewhat misleading. 
Mr. Cooper explains that when he first took oharge 
here the local doctor examined all school children 
in September and again in June. This practice hes 
been discontinued. However we now have a Nurse who 
visite the reserve quite often and never leaves with 
out spending some time at the school and especially 
attending to all the Trachoma cases, We have a good 
medical officer and he comes to the Reserve when 
required. Dr, Wall has visited here and, I believe, 
intends doing so agein thie fall. In my opinion, 
these people receive good medical supervision, 


3. The following food is supplied for a 
noon mealt= Barley, rice, beans,ocatmeal, 1 bushel of 
onions, 1 bushel of potatoes, cocoa, canned milk, 
biscuits and meat for boiling. This can be prepared 
in the school basement and cooked on the school range, 
if the teacher so desires. I am not atpresent prepared

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to recommend more supplies. This meal is usually 
provided from November let until Maroh 31st or 
until the supplies are exhausted. 


In conclusion, I would like to say 
that I believe the Presbytery investigation was 
brought about by Mr. Cooper who, in my opinion, ie 
disgruntled and dissatiefied, perhaps not without 
cause, yet as the result of the following accumulated 
circumstances. He points out that 14 years ago 
when he took charge, he received from the Department, 
in addition to hie salary, two tons of coal which was 
used in hie home for cooking the children*a noon 
meal. His wife received $15.00 per month for her 
trouble. He aleo sold milk to the Department for 
the children, at 5¢ per quart, from his cows which 
pastured on the Reserve. These extras have, in my 
opinion, rightly been disoontinued. The noon meal 
can be cooked in the school basement on our own 
range. Teachers all acrosa Manitoba do thie work 
free and exprese delight and appreciation when food 
ie supplied. In addition to all these changes, Mr. 
Gooper states that at first he received, from the 
Church, $700.00 per year plus his house. Now he 
receives $50.00 per year and house--certainly eo 
drastic reduotion. 


Mr. Cooper stated he had written 

the Church officials stating that he feels his period 
of usefulness, at thie point, has expired and he would 
like to be transferred to some other place. I think 
Mr. Cooper is quite sincere but, as pointed out above, 
circumstances have made him dissatisfied and, in my 
opinion, a diesatiefied man cannot render efficient 
service. I think, for all concerned, the Church would 
be Well advised to favorably consider Mr. Cooper's 
request for a change to take effeot June 30th, 1940.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
Tune 6th, approving of the appointment of Mr. Tf, W. Bobern to the 
Swan Lake Indian Day School for the academic year 1940-41. 


Our information is that Mr. Cooper has been 
advised by the Superintendent of Missions and the Home Mission 
Convener for his Presbytery that his services will not be required 
at the end of the present month. Dr. Dorey is now at the Conference 
in Winnipeg and will, I am sure, have seen to it that proper noti- 
fication has been given to ir, Cooper. 


In our correspondence with Mr, Ebbern, we told 
him that his salary from the Government would be at the same rate 
as that paid Mr. Cooper, namely, $110.00 per teaching month.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
the 7th instant, in which you express surprise that 
the salary rate allowed by the Department for the 
teacher recently nominated by you at the above noted 
school is lower than that allowed Mr. Cooper. 


Dear Doctor Cochrane: 


I may state quite frankly that in re- 
Sponse to instructions received from the office of the 
Minister we have just completed a very thorough review 
of the salaries paid at Indian day schools throughout 
the Dominion, In the course of thet review I found it 
somewhat difficult to understand why we ever paid Mr. 
Cooper at the rate of #110 per month. This salary is 
more than double the amount paid the averaze one-room 
rural public sehool in the province of Manitoba. The 
Swan Lake sehool at this date has an enrolment of 11 
and an average attendance of 8, In addition to the 
Salary, it is my understanding that a house for the 
teacher has been provided by the Church. I note that 
the Principal of the Swan Lake Public School, which 
in addition to public sehool work provides high school 
courses, receives a salary of $1,000 per annum. A 
great many of the high schools, t note from the last 
report of the Manitoba Department of Education, receive 
Ay substentially less than $1,000 per annum. These facts,

My dear Mr. Hoey: Re - Swan Lake Indian Day School 


IT have your letter of June 11th, in which you say 
that, in view of our representations in regard to salary, you will 
recommend that Mr. Ebbern be paid at the rate of $100.00 a month. 
While, of course, this is better than the $90.00 a month, previously 
suggested, it does not meet the situation. What bothers me is that 
the Government and the Department feel free to make changes, not only 
in the amounts paid for salaries of the day school). teachers, but in 
the per capita grants to the Indian Residential schools, without any 
consultation at all with the Church. 


As I understand it, the Churches and the Government 
carry on this educational work together ~ at least so far as the 
residential schools are concerned = on the basis of an agreement 
adopted some years ago. We nominate teachers after we have told them 
what the salary paid by the Government is. They are willing to accept 
on these terms. Then, like a bolt from the blue, we hear from the 
Department that a change has been made in the salary. It seems to me 
that even in war time, an agreement is an agreement, and before it 
can be changed, both parties should be consulted and should be satis- 
fied. While we recognize the financial difficulties faced by your 
Department, the Board of Home Missions of the United Church has 
financial difficulties too, and it seems to me that it is hardly 
treating us fairly to make arbitrary changes in amounts previously 
granted by & mere notice, such as has been given. It does not seem 
that the Churches, which put very large amounts into Indian education, 
have received quite the consideration which they deserve. 


I want to te quite frank in letting you know how 
we feel about the way in which these reductions have been made, You 
will doubtless hear fran the representative@ of all the Churches later

T am in receipt of a report on the 
Swan Lake Indian Day School, dated November 8, 1940, 
sent forward by Inspector W. &. Lockhart. 


I was disturbed to learn that there 
were only five pupils in attendanes st this school at 
the time of the Inspector's visit. You ean readily 
understand that it is not the policy or intention of 
the Department, in a critical period such as the one 
in which we find ourselves, to keep schools open and 
in operation with an attendance of five Indian pupils. 
As a matter of fact, we have refused to open a nusber 
of seasonal schools in the outlying districts of the 
Dominion, for the simple reason that the enrolment, 
in our judgment, did not justify us in operating such 
schools during the war period. I should add, however, 
that at several of these schools the enrokment was 
higher then it eppears to be et Swan Lake. 


It was my understanding last year that 
what was needed at Swan Lake was a change of teachers 
and the representatives of the United Church were disposed 
to agree with me. Consequently, Mr. Cooper was trans- 
ferred to another appointment and Mr. T. ¥. Ebbern, 3.A., 
was appointed to take charge at Swan Leke. Mr. Ebbern 
is paid salary from this Department at the rate of #100. 
per month and is, no doubt, made an allowance by the 
Home Mission Board of the Onited Church. I am interested 
of course only in the work of the sehool and { should 
like to have a report egeag we number of children 
of school age on the Swan Lake serve, who are within

I am of the opinion that either you 
or the agent should call a meeting of the Indians on 
this reserve and tell them quite frankly that the 
school mey close at Christmas unless an assurance can 
be given the Department that there will be a substan- 
tial increase in the attendance. You showld also 
Giscuss the matter quite frankly with the teacher. 

The Inspector is of the opinion that the present 
teacher has had little experience in primary work and 
that an attempt should be made to secure a good primary 
teacher. I should like to learn from you, also, the 
number of pupils from the Swan Lake Reserve at present 
enrolled at the Portage School and if, in your judgment, 
it 1s necessary to send such pupils to Portage for 
their education. 


A full report on conditions at the 
Swan Lake Reserve will be very much appreciated.

‘These 
pupils have a poor home and are scantily pro- 
vided for. They should be enrolled at Portage. 
If these changes were effected, we would, I 
think, have a possible enrollment of at least 
30 pupils. 


The teacher, Mr. Ebbern, has taught 
school for 40 years and has taught all grades 
from beginners to Grade XL1. He has his Arts 
degree. His personality is pleasing and he 
carries his age exceedingly well. He is keen- 
ly interested in his work and is respected 
both by the pupils and parents.

I have your letter 127-6-1, dated January 8, 
and note thet my recommendations 2 and 3 in my report 
of December 23r4, have been passed on to Agent Waite. 


It seems to me that recommendation No. 1 is 
equally a6 important. We all wanted to know just how 
far we could go in foreing attendance of the half-breed 
and American Indians, resident on the reserve. Is it 
advisable to take the same stand as in dewling with treaty 
Indians, and would such a stand be approved by the Depart- 
ment? Until this question is settled I doubt if the 
attendance at this school will be greatly improved. 


In Department letter 127-1-10 dated Jamary 18, 
all the nemes submitted are, I believe, either half-~-breeds 
or American Indians. A ruling concerning these people 
will give geome grounds on which to start a real campaigns 
for better attendance. 


I would be pleased to hear further concerning 
thie matter.

Dear Sir: 


I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
the 24rd instant, in whieh you seek information with 
respect to certain so-called American Indians and half- 
breeds, residents of the Swan Lake Indian Reserve. 


The records here indicate that the Department 
explained rather fully the position of American Indians 
resident on Canadian reserves, in a letter to Indian Agent 
Waite dated February &, 1939. There is nothing on file, 
however, to indicate that the Indian Acent replied to that 
particuler letter. American Indians living on the Swan 
Lake Reserve are subject to all the laws and regulations 
governing Canadian Indians. In a strictly legal sense 
we cannot exercise the same authority with respect to half- 
breeds. However, personal opinion is that these half- 
breed children should be compelled to attend school regul- 
arly or be expelled from the reserve. The whole matter of 
half-breed children living on the Swan Leke Reserve is one 
that might very well be discussed with the Superintendent 
of Reserves and Trusts. 


It would eppear that we have at this date 
a large number of Canadian Indians living in the United 
States. This is particularly true of American territory 
immediately south of the province of Alberta. These 
Canadian Indians have never been denied access to the 
United States and have enjoyed over a period of years the 
right to attend American educational institutions. The 
privilege of attending an educational institution in the 
United States is also extended to Canadian Indians such 
as the Indians of the Caughnawaga Reserve, who visit the 
United States periodically and who, it would appear, live 
in that country for periods of two or three months each 
year. This is a somewhat delicate matter and you can 
readily understand how important it is that we should 
extend to the few American Indians living in this country 
all the rights and privileges extended to our own Indians. 
Should the number of American Indians in Canada increase 
substantially at any time, it is just possible the whole 
matter might have to be reviewed in the light of such an 
event. iIn the meantime, however, you should inform Indian 
Agent Waite that American Indians on the Swan Leke Reserve 
are subject to the same rules and regulations as the ordinary

There is nothing on file to indicate 
that the Department has ever seriously considered the 
advisability of closing this school at any time. I 
should add, however, that the attendance at a large 
number of ovr Indian day schools throughout the 
Dominion was very unsatisfactory lest fall. Yhen 
Inspector Lockhart visited the Indian Springs Day 
School on November &, 1940, there were only 5 pupils 
in attendance. We communicated with Inspector 
Hamilton at that time and reminded him that it was 
not the intention of the Department, in a critical 
period such as the one through which we are passing, 
to keep Indian day schools open and in operation when 
the average attendance did not exceed 5 pupils. I am 
glad to be able to state that, as a result of the action 
taken by Inspector Hamilton at that time, the attendance 
at this particular school has shown a substantial 
increas2 month by month since that date.

However, I feel the children will now 
attend fairly well because school life has been mde bright, 
happy, and interesting. 


The furnace 
grate is broke, but this is to be welded during thé holidays.

The early snow hung well on summerfallows until 
December, Then high wind swept them olear and there is 
some blowing of topsoile. Practically all surplus grains 
have now been hauled to elevatora and sufficient seed 
if retained for the 1946 crop acreage. All rentals are 
now completed as far as the Department share of crop is 
Sonoerned, and all leases have been ehecked are found still 
in force. One Indian, a returned veteran, would like 
to take over Indian Gaxn Reserve and farm both quarters, 
now rented to Brimms and Meteal fe for another year, 
February 1947, and farm it with the help of a loan under 
the Veterans’ Land Act, with respect to Indians, A 
separate report will be forwarded to the epartment on 
this matter as soon as the feelings concerning this 
matter have been ascertained, There does not appear to 
be any active opposition at the present time. Two more 
veterans will be making a» lication for the VeleAs loan 
in the neor future. Both will farm on the Swan Lake 
Reserve. The snow of November 9th and 19th stopped all 
work on the land. This snow cane very early, soon 
after the completm of threshing and little or no fall 
plowing was accomplished, This leaves a lot of spring 
plowing to be done for dgoarse @Yain orops, still plenty 
of potatoes among certain Bands, There are approximately 
300 bushels pitted in the open at Lake St. Martin 


reserve. The pit is well aoe placed so that it 
t 


is also well covered.ewith snow. is also satisfactorily 
ventilated. The root cellar, erected at Swan 

Reserve has provéd Very suti sfactory and the children 

are getting a meal of vegetables every school day wth 
bean, corn and pea soup. Oénsiderable corn and tomatoes 
were canned by the children, under the dirction of the 
teacher's wife. These provided @ real meal during the 
months of November and Deo mber. The beans and peas 

were threshed by the punils by tramping methods on a 
Canves floor. Naw carrots are given daily and much 
appreciated by the children. Without authority from 

the Department T allowed this sehool a quantity of wood 
for summer firing, $15.00, as it ie intended to supply 
the children with a hot meal dur’ & the spring and summer 
months. Results of a similar nature sould be initiated 
at other Day Schools where married Souples are inatalled. 
The single schooleteacher is Satisfied fust to teach 
school,

Subject: Sponsorship by the Canadian Armenian Congress 


1. ‘The Department has concluded an agreement with the Canadian 
Armenian Congress to the effect that we will accept applications submitted by the 
congress for the admission of families of Armenian origin from certain countries 
without numerical limit. 


2. The countries are Algeria, Egypt, Greece, Iran, Iraq, Israel, 
Jordan, Kuwait, Lebanon, Libya, Morocco, Syria, Tunisia and Turkey. In addition, 
the congress may sponsor immigrants from these countries who are residing in a 
countty of Europe where a Canadian immigration office is established. 


3. Stage B will be dealt with in the normal way. Therefore, applica 
tions for persons residing in Algeria, Iraq, Libya, Morocco and Tunisia will be ac- 
cepted only when the immigrant comes within the categories in 7. 07 or 7. 11 of the 
Manual.

4. The immigrants must be: 
(a) desirable persons who do not meet in full the normal occupational require - 
ments; or 


kb) socially or physically handicapped, provided they do not come within the 
classes described in section 5 of the Act other than paragraph {}) in respect 
of tuberculosis only or paragraph {c); or 


admissible as sponsored relatives under section 31 of the Regulations and 
the financial or economic position of the potential sponsors is not yet 
secure enough to warrant approval under current procedures. 


5. In ALL cases the Congress must assume full responsibility, {.¢., 
the Congress will be the formal sponsor, even though a relative in Canada is eligible 
under the Regulations to sponsor the immigrant. The Congress must guarantee 
suitable accommodation, adequate maintenance, assistance in finding employment 
when required, and such other help as the immigrants may require to ensure their 
successful establishment in Canada.

Under these circumstances he found nothing better to 
do than to take with him an interpreter who muts, in his inter- 
pretation from Saulteaux into English, tell him just the contrary 
of what the Indians replied: that is what happened. This inter- 
preter told Mr. Marlatt, in his free interpretatio:, tnat the 
Chief, the comme signe and the others desired that the boarding- 


school 
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oarding-school be closed. 

It was thus, Sir, that one day we learned with con- 
sternation that our dear school no longer existed. That was 
the means employed by Mr. Marlatt to do us a great wrong. 

Since that time we have been without a school. They 
take our children away from us by force to send them to the Pine 
Creek School, which we are obliged to do nevertheless in spite of 
ourselves, for we understand the importance of educatior and we 
do not want to let our children stagnate in ignorance. 

Victims of these injustices we come, Sir, to ask your 


Excellency that our boarding-school be given back to us, because 


it has been taken from us by fYauiuient means and without our con- 


sent. We ask that we be given a master to conduct it; we ask 
that the Water Hen Reserve may become again what it was, and we 
very humbly pray your Excellency to consider that we do not ask 


anything that is not strictly and perfectly just.

Mr. Inglott, as the Indians did not like him,and that the 
children did not learn anything,while he was there. 


he Rev Father Brachet, Principal,of the Pine 
Greek Indian Boarding School, does not approve of open- 
in#@ the school, as he wants all the children to attend 
the Pine Greek Boarding School, the Waterhen Indians are 
very sore at this. The Rev. Father Brachet is also trying 
to met #211 these Waterhen Indians to move to Pine Creek 
Reserve. This is one of the reasons I consented to 
recommend to have the Waterhen echool re-opened,as I do 
not want to see any trouble between these Indians and 
the Church.

From this reserve at the moment there are five 
boys in the board school, The mother and aunt told 
me that only the eldest remembers a little of the 
Indien language. These $s will return to the reserve 
at the age of sixteen or eighteen years, almost strangers 
end unable to converse with their own people. The four 
younger s have never as much es set a rabbit snare or 
hooked # fish, Yet, trapping and fis will be their 
only means of a livelihood. This subjec along with 
wooderaft and camping, are not teught in boarding schools. 
The boys return young men absolutely ignorant of the 
business of their future Lives. 


The girls return in no better condition, There 
is nothing in a present day boarding school that in the 
remotest way resembles a trapping reserve home. I, my- 
self, have watched on this reserve, of less than a handred 
souls, five girls return from e+ pie school, quite unmen+ 
ageable. @ school superiors blame the parents for not 


carrying on the school discipline. To do so is not pos- 
sible. When children of either sex are taken from ir 
parents for nine or twelve years and kept within certain 
bounds and constant discipline, then are suddenly thrown 


onto their reserves, with the excitement of their freedom 
rushing like wine through their heads, they are like wild 
creatures Let out of cages. They are strangers to their 
own parents and parentel authority. The school authority 
is gone; they know of no other. In regard to these girls, 
one had two children, another had one ehild before they 
marvied; the third is not married and has two children. 
She is hardly eighteen years old. 


Of course, I am speaking only of northern reserves, 
where the Mounted Police never patrol or only do so about 
twice a year. The Agent can only reach at the most three 
times in a year, The teacher, having no authority, can 
only sdvise or coax, The Indian pleases himself in the 
end. The conditions on prairie reserves nearer civiliz- 
ation may, and possibly are, dirferent. 


In regard «ee 
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In regard to the training of the girls in boarding 
schools, everything is fully modern - electric washers and 
irons, ovens, ete. Girls come back to the reserve, They 
do not remember having seen a washboard & tub, wood fires 
and sad-irons and have no idea of baking bannock or bread 
by hand. They are as mich at @ loss in their sphere as 
the boys in theirs, 


They marry and make very discontented wives, be- 
cause their husbands cannot provide for them as the school 
did, and this is not a healthy discontent, 


It is well known that the trapping has not been 
good for a number of years. The chief reason is that there 
are altogether too many half-breeds and whites allowed to 
cover the Indian's grounds. The Indian, being poorer 
equipped, has no chance against them. And also too many 
bush fires driving the fur too far north from the reserves, 
The men do their best but their wives certainly do not make 
the best of their homes. The girls from the day schools 
make better wives, because they have lived in their natural 
environment and have learned from their own mothers the 
trappers! needs and appreciate their difficulties. 


It may be argued that if all children went to 
boarding schools, both sexes would have a higher standard 
of living. I think not, as the young Indian could not 
vistalize how a small home built within his means could in 
any way compare with the expensive buildings and furnishings 
of a boarding school. I have never seen one idea brought 
from a Boarding school and applied to a reserve home, 


If boarding schools were conducted on the cottage 
plan, built and furnished cheaply and simply on a sum that 
would be within every Indian's means and the girls taught to 
keep them entirely by hand, the conditions and training would 
be an improved replica of their own reserve life, which they 
could carry out on their return, 


Northern reserves never will have electricity, Then, 
why teach girls to use machines instead of the wash-tub,. 


The boys could be taught woodcreft and Camping. That 
should not prove difficult. Day school boys learn these 
things naturally. J have one little boy of only 8 years 
who, in between school hours, snared forty odd rabbits in 
one season,

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Judgti from my experience, the northern Indians 
have very little interest in education, They send their 
children to school because it is the law. But, on re- 
serves like here, where the boarding school is only a 
matter of about forty miles by water, the day school works 
under a very severe handicap, The parents are continually 
disputing over putting the children in the boarding school, 
so that they will be fed and clothed. There is no question 
of a better education. It is simply the prevailing idea 
of the "Government" doing the providing. Their only 
difficulty seems to be which children to send. The mothers 
want to keep the girls and the fathers want to keep the 
boys, so, while they are disputing, the children are 
thoroughly unsettled in their present school. This gener- 
ally goes on for years before any final steps are taken by 
the parents 


Where boarding schools are at a greater distance, 
this unsatisfactory condition does not exist for the day 
school teacher, as parents will make at least some effort 
to maintein their children rather than send them far from 
them. 


In regard to following up the boys after they leave 
school - in this particular Band there is nothing else for 
the boys to do but trap, which they do, going along at first 
with the men. Later, ex-school chums go together. 

The girls simply stay at home until some young man 
asks them to marry.

I em returning herewith certein correspondence 
relating to the operation of the aterhen River Indien 
Day School, Waterhen Reserve, province of Manitoba. 


There is an Indien populetion of 105 on the 
Waterhen reserve and, of these, 24 are of school age. 
There is on this reserve an Indien dey school with a 
pupil enrolment of 10. Sister Patricia Fuller, the 
present teacher, has been in charge of this school since 
1929, and, prior to that dete, she was in cherge of the 
Indian day school at Dlcodvein, Clandeboye agency, Man. 
The souls santa reports on the work of this teacher are 
unit satisfactory over « long period of years. 


It would eppear that this school was closed at 
the end of the academic year 1923 but was re-opened early 
in February, 1024, fn response to a petition signed by 
the Indian parents an the reserve end on the recommend- 
ation of the Indien agent. There is nothing on file to 
indicete thet requests have reached the Department at 
any time in recent years for the closing of this school. 


The Indians of this reserve are, without except- 
fon, recognized in the census report as Roman Catholics. 
It is sscumed that the additional 14 children of school 
age on the reserve sre enrolled at the Pine Creek 
Residential School. This residential school has an 
enrolment at this date of 114 pupils. A per capita 
pupilege grant of $165.00 is peid for 100 pupils. The

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school management received no allowance for the 14 addit~- 
fonal pupils and the last Auditor's report states that 
the cost per pupil per ennum is $174.79. 


Mr. Adams’ statement, that the Superior or Prin- 
Cipal of the school at Pine bree is anxious to close the 
Indian day school on the Weterhen reserve, in an attempt 
to have all the children of the Band transferred to the 
residential school, cannot, in my judgment, be taken 
seriously. Archbishop Sinnott hes elways teken e 
sympethetic interest in the work of this school, He 
protested vigorously to the Department against the 
Glosing of this school « few years ago. In a letter to 
the Department dated November 12, 19°3, Archbishop 
Sinnott stated: - 


"Unless the boerding school has 
demonstrated its immense superiority to the 
day school, I think it a pity that these 
day schools should remein closed, or even 
that they should be closed temporerily. 

If it is a .uestion of the qualification 
of the teachers, we should endeavour to 
remedy the defect as juickly as possible." 


I feel confident Archbishop Sinnott would be 
vigorously opposed to the closing of the Waterhen River 
Day School ut this time,

I am suggesting to the Director of the Indian Affairs 
Branch that /jinstructions be issued to the Indian agent 
to undertake this investigation.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of Départment 
letter dated May 12th.,last, with enclosure, being a 
copy of letter received by the Department from Miss 
Patricia Fuller, Teacher, Waterhen Day School. 


It is true that the Teacher's residence is of 
old construction and is not worth repairing. I 
have placed an amount of $2500.00 in estimates for a 
new teacherage. The inside walls of the school were 
washed on May 25th.,see voucher No.I217 and are not 
in bad condition. However, school should be painted 
inside and out next year and an amount covering labour 
and material is placed in next year's estimates, The 
furniture was purchased for the Sister about seven 
years ago and is not adequate, but I would not suggest 
new furniture until a new teacherage is erected. 


The Teacher has made repeated compleints about 
not receiving the articles she requisitions from the 
Department. From time to time she has asked for a 
certain drawing book, and othershave been substituted, 
until now the desire for this special book has become 
an obsession. Flannelette has been shipped into this 
Reserve as soon as received from the Department. Yarn 
and needles have also been forwarded as soon as received, 
The Teacher has an attendance of six boys and three 
girls. Boy's pants were shipped into this Reserve to 
outfit all the boys and thirty yards of flannelette to- 
gether with yarn should go a long way to outfitting all 
the children she has attending school, and as the art- 
icles of wearing apparel are made at home by the parents 
of the pupils, the month of November is early enough 
for these supplies to be shipped, 


All families on this Reserve are on direct relief 
during the winter months and in my opinion the children 
would be better cared for in the boarding school. This 
also appears to be the visiting Priest's point of view, 
and is a point of contention between him and the Teacher. 


There is not a resident Priest on the Waterhen 
eserve. A travelling Missionary from Pine Creek 
School holds a mission on the Reserve three or four 
times a year and it appears to me that the Teacher could 
co-operate with the Missionary Priest during these 
times instead of getting into a "battle royal" every 
time he is on the Reserve.

In regard to superannuation of teachers, the con- 
tents of Department letter were made known to her. The 
Teacher at the time of my visit was determined to resign at 

‘the close of the 1939 term, however, as this is a periodical 
threat, I do not place any stock in her intention. 


The Teacher was very emphatic in stating that she 
has absolutely no interest in Department regulations. The 
intention of her writing was for the protection of younger 
Teachers coming after her with a view to making their condit- 
fon easier on Reserves at outlying points. The living 
costs enumerated in her letter are those she paid at the 
Bloodvein Reserve during the years 1926-27 and the expenses 
shown also refer to travelling and hotel expenses during those 
years, The grocery costs and travelling expense are con- 
siderably lower at the Waterhen. 


The Teacher also stated that she prefers isolation 
to city life and would not consider being moved to a Reserve 
where conditions might be more congenial. Her serious com- 
plaint is, that being only a member of the Third Order of 
St.Francis she is only a third degree Sister with little or 
no connection with the church, and she is not in line for 
superannuation as she is not a civil servant. 


In summing up, I wish to say, that in my opinion 
the Teacher is "bushed". I also wish to refer to various 
reports to the Department in which I have stated that the 
Teacher is nervous» and in need of a holiday. These out- 
bursts are periodical, usually occurring during the long grind 
between Christmas and the end of the term. I have repeatedly 
told Miss Fuller to take full advantage of every holiday and 
get away from the Reserve even if the holiday is of only short 
duration. Her complaint is that she does not have the nec- 
essary funds, her claim being that the cost of living was too 
high to allow her sufficient money for holidays. This was 
investigated in her presence and 4 reasonable balance sufficient 
for holidays was shown. She then intimated that she was still 
paying the funeral expense of her parents who died many years 
ago. . I concluded from her conversation along these lines 
that she has lived so long on isolated Reserves that she is 
afraid to go out into civilization. She complained of insults 
taken from young Priests on missions to the Reserve. The se 
insults when sifted were nonsensical to a degree of foolishness. 


I would suggest that the Teacher be given more work 
to occupy her mind. From her letter it appears that she is 
overworked, such is not the case, as she is of a brooding tem- 
perament and broods if her time is not occupied.

Dear Sir: 


I desire to acknowledge receipt of your 
report of the 5th instant, relating to conditions at 
the Waterhen Indian Day School, and to thank you for 
the information contained therein. 


In view of the comparatively small enrol- 
ment at this school, I am not at all sure that the 
Department is justified in keeping it open and in oper- 
ation. It is just possible that the pupils now in 
attendance might be transferred to residential schools, 
although most of our residential schools, it would 
appear, are at the mement filled to capacity. 


I feel confident you will agree with me 
when I state that the Department would not be justified 
in spending the sum of $2,500.00 on the erection of e 
teacher's residence. I note, with interest, that all 
the Indians on the reserve are now in receipt of relief 
allowances. I am anxious to mow if it would not be 
possible to have these Indians take out logs during the 
winter months and assist in the erection of a teacher's 
residence, on the understanding that the Department 
would purchase the roofing, windows, flooring, ete. 
Should the Indians consent, it is just possible we might 
have to allow those actually engaged in the work addit- 
jonal rations. Apart altogether from the economies 
effected, such « task would be apt to exercise a whole~ 
some influence on the reserve. You might investigate

If the church authorities are 
pony 5 | to nominate a new teacher and if the Indians 
are unwilling to assist in the erection of a teacher's 
residence, I am inclined to think that the sehool 
should be closed and the pupils enrolled at residential 
schools in the province.

In reply to the above noted letter and enclosure being 
a letter adaéressed to the Department by Sister Patricia, 
Teaghor, Waterhen Reserve, I ae to state that there is 
vevy little I ean “~ in reply to same. It ise the usual 
type of letter that has been received about this time of 
the year, over a period of years, It is true that I have 
enoour Indians of all reserves to go out ta work and 

I fel % they have been a great help to the farmers 

all over the Province. It is also true that in the 
majority of eases very little namey was brought back to 

the reserve, although the average Indien is better clothed 
than he has been for some years, In fact many Indians are 
extmvamntly dressed, The harvest and threshing operations, 
in many parte of Manitoba, were delayed last fall through 
rain, and after threshing Indians were ogoupied in cutting 
eorawood, until alose to the opening of the winter fishing 
geason, Thies condition is due to the war and will not be 
righted until the war is over, ‘The Indians, oven from 

the most inaceessable reserves, were out last sumer seeking 
work. In all my reports on thie situation I have pointed 
out thet gardens are bound to suffer, and especially in 
thee reserves where transportation in and out ie costly. 
The Indian will not work out and leave his wife and family 
at home. Neither will the wife stay home while her hus- 
band is away, The whole family moves out to work and all 
the fanily work if work is to be obtained. Sister Patricia 
ie aware of this condition and, as you kmow, it has been 
pointed out to her that thie will most probably right it- 
eelf after the war when the Indian's services will not be 
in such great demand,

We have had a suggestion from Mrs. R. Adam, of Skownan, Mani- 
toba, that since there are only seven Indian children in attendance at 
your school at Skownan, and since there are 16 Half-Breed children who 
have never been to school, that arrangements might be made to have the 
latter attend the Indian School at Skownan. Mrs. Adam has been advised 
by Sister Patricia that she would be willing to take the Half-Broed 
children of the district, provided: 


le The Department of Education would furnish supplies and 
texts, as is done by the Department of Indian Affairs, 


2e That these ohildren attend regularly. 
3. That the Department of Education make provision for desks. 


4. That she receive remaneration in accordance with her years 
of teaching.

I beg to enolose herewith a letter received from the 
Superintendent of Bducation, Province of Manitoba, 
in connection with 16 half-breed children attending 
Waterhen Day School. 


Nine Indian children are at present attending the 
Waterhen Day School, and this would appear to be 
all the children of school age on the reserve, A 
number of children from Waterhen Reserve are at- 
tending the Ping Creek Residential School. 


I hesitate to make recommendations in this matter. 
The teacher, Sister Patricia, seems at times to have 
all the responsibility she is capable of standing 
with the few pupils she has at present. It seems 

/the time to me that by/the end of the teaching year comes 
around she is a nervous wreck. There is a possibility 
that a larger school would keep her mind off herself 
and have a beneficial effect. It would seems from 
the attached letter that the teacher has been ap- 
proached and is willing to accept these additional 
pupils, subject to certain conditions.

Last year we had an arrangement with your 
Department whereby the Non-Treaty children attended 
your school at Skownan. A grant was made to your 
Department for the services performed in the 
amount of $2.50 a day. The arrangement was very 
satisfactory. Treaty and Non-Treaty children 
together just made up a good school. 


The people of the community have been 
pressing us to do something about getting the 
children to school again this year. We shall have 
to do something immediately. If your Department is 
not planning to re-open the school making possible 
@ renewal of the arrangements of last year, we 
should like to get the use of your buildings and 
send a teacher in to open up before Winter begins. 
We can get another building, but it would be far 
less suitable than yours. There is another 
advantage in getting use of the existing building 
in that there is housing for the teacher. 


If we have the use of your building I 
think we could get a teacher to go in and I know 
we can get the co-operation of some of the people 
in the community to provide fuel and supplies. 
I would suggest that if you are not going to open 
the school this year that you permit this Department 
to use the building and teacherage, and we, in 
turm will take care of the education of the Indian 
children in the community. I think we can arrive 
at some arrangement which will be mutually satisfactory. 
My information is that there are about 25 children in 
all with a little more than half of them Treaty children.

In reply to your letter of the 12th ultimo, I 
beg to say that previous to March jist, 1925, you were 
@llowed salary as teacher of the Waterhen River Indian 
Day Sehool at the rate of $600.00 a year. This amount 
was paid on a basis of ten teaching months in the school 
year. In addition you were allowed bonus at the rate 
of $150.00 a year which was also paid on a basis of ten 
teaching months. These two amounts made a total of 
$750.00 which you were paid for your services as teacher, 


Payment of bonus to teachers of Indian Day Schools 
was discontinued on March 3ist last but from April ist 
1925 your salary was increased by $150.00. Since that 
date you have been paid salary at the rate of $750.00 
@ year which you will note is the same amount that you 
received when you were drawing bonus. This amount is paid 
on @ basis of ten teaching months in the year and therefore 
for quarter ending June 30th, in which there were three 
months, you were paid three-tenths of $750.00 or $225.00. 
Yor quarter ending September 30th in which there was one 
teaching month, you were paid one-tenth of your salary,or 
$75.00. There is therefore, no balance due you as teacher, 


In addition to your salary as teacher you are 
allowed the sum of $50.00 a year for issuing provisions, 
medicines, ete.,. This is said in quarterly instalment, 
and payment for the June and September quarters has been 
rade. There ia therefore no balance due you in connection 
with this.

In connection with Indian Boarding Schools to which 
per capita grants are paid for the poard, Lodging, clothing 
and education of Indian children,I have the honour to 
inform you that the Department desires to have the follow~ 
ing requirements insisted upon,viz:- 

Ist. Comfortable lodging should be provided and sleeping 
apartments for girls and boys to be entirely disconnected, 
well ventilated, and kept scrupulously clean, 

2nd. A sufficiency of wholesome and nutritious food to 
the extent of three meals a day. 

3rd. Suitable clothing for winter and summer and change 
of under-clothing once a week at least. 

To secure these the Department instructs ,- Everything 
connected with the institution to be regularly or period- 
ically enquired into,approved of, and reported on by 
the Indian Agent for the locality once a month, and the 
schools to be subject to his inspection more frequently 


if he deems it necessary.

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I presume that Mr.Admf bases the present claim on 
the grounds that the school waa closed by the 
Department and for this reason the articles enum- 
erated are of no further jge # him, the sghool was 
closed by the Department,but with the consent,advice 
and concurrence of the Roman Catholic Church under 
whose auspices it was operated, and I am of opinion 
that if Mr.Adam has any claim it is against that 
body. 

Many of the articles in the account are such 
as are required in ordinary family use and as Mr. 
Adam has a large family I cannot see that it will 
be any hardship for him to retain them or dispose 
of them as he may see fit, with reference to the 
dwelling it is customary for teachers leaving a 
reserve to dispose of their dwelling to the in- 
coming teacher and no doubt Mr.Adam will take 
advantage of this opportunity. 

Finally,I am of opinion that Mr.Adam has no 
claim in law,or equity, against the Department 
and that the claim should not be entertained, 
Should you think otherwise and decide that all 
or part of the items should be assumed by the 
Department I would recommend that no action be taken 
until a valuation can be fixed by an officer of the 
Departnent as the prices asked are in my opinion 
excessive.

With reference to your letter of above date 
regarding the claim of Mr.J.H.Adam, amounting to 
$890,90,I beg to report as follows: - 

I have made a diligent search through the files 
in this office and can find no data that would 
support the accownt,all I find points the other way. 
Neither can I find any reference as to the conditions 
on which the scltool was started,I find a letter writ- 
ten by Mr. A.=.Forget,Asst.Indian Commissioner, to Mr. 
B.MecColl,Insptr. of Indian Agencies, of which I 
herewith enclose a copy which would lead me to 
suppose that the Department accepted no financial 
responsibility other than 4 per capita grant, no 
other inference can be drawn from the opening clause 
of the letter attached. 

I also find from a letter of Mr.McColl, to 
Mr.Martineau dated Yeb.10th.1890,that the Department 
refused to pay an account of $185.00 made by Mr. 
Adam for the erection of a teacher's dwelling on 
the ground that the expend iture was not authorized 
and that no provision had been made for it in the 
estimates. I cannot find that this claim was again 
rendered which would lead me to suppose that Mr. 
Adam had concluded that the claim was not good 
against the Department.

Jt is true that the water in 
Waterhen lake is very low and I am very 
doubtful if a well could be dug to suff- 
icient depth to obtain a supply of water. 
The situation at this reserve is very 
similar to Lake St.Martin where the school 
and residence are built close to the Lake 
shore. 


The experience at Lake St.Martin 
was that water seemed unobtainable in 
close proximity to the lake shore and I 
am afraid that the situation would be the 
same at Waterhen. However I will look 
further into this matter at treaty payments 
and will try to obtain a 12' drill and 
test the ground in the school area.

With reference to inquiry, concerning 
the York Factory Indian Da chool, I have examined 
the files and I find that /Zhis is a school conducted 
by the Anglican Church fér Indians and half-breeds. 
Two buildings are used - one in the summer and the 
other in the winter. There has been an average 
attendance of 11 Indian pupils during the past year 
and a half. At the present time, we are allowing a 
grant of $70 per teaching month towards the teacher's 
salary. I understand that the Provincial Department 
of Education also gives a grant for the half-breeds 
and any whites that may attend. 


This school is not on any reserve, as the 
York Factory Band has not been given a definite 
location. There is no Indian agent in this section, 
and, as a result, we have very little control over 
this school and,gs a department, do not feel respon- 
sible for buildings, etc. Briefly, it is a 
missionary school, to which we give a grant towards 
the teacher's stipend.

It is somewmt difficult to report on the 
attached extract from a letter from Mr. John Butterfield 
to the MeSeCeCe It seems to be an arraignment of the 
Missionary Society and the Government, The school at York 
Factory is condueted by the Missionary Society and the 
building belongs to the Society, and if there is any lack 
of sanitary conveniences, no responsibility is attached to 
this Department. We give them a grant of $450.00 a year 
for educating a few Indians who attend. 


There ere some general observations about 
education and medical attendance in which there is nothing 
new,~ no helpful suggestions that might be carried out. 
The writer refors evidently to Treaty Nine Indians; and 
there is no promise, solemn or otherwise, that the sick 
will be cared for and that they will not be allowed to 
starve. The provisions of Treaty Nine are the standard 
provisions for reserves and annuities; whatever the Depart 
ment and the Government do in excess by way of relief and 
medical attendance is done as a matter of grace, and the 
Treaty Nine Indiens have the same treatment as all our 
other Indians. 


The Indians of the district of Petricia can 
only be visited once a year and that by seroplane. The 
Band to which the writer refers is situated at Nikip Lake; 
it is the Cariboo Lake Band. When the Commissioner met them 
least year he found them in an impoverished condition, and 
advised them to moet him next year at Clear Lake where there 
is a post of the Hudson's Bay Company. They promised to do

Representation has already been made to the department for a 
residential school at York Factory, and, I am not anxious to 
encourage any more families to mo e into Gillam from Split 
Lake and York “actory. . 


Members of the Split Lake Band already have a school at Split 
Lake, and those members of this band resident at Gillam and not 
usefully employed, should return to Split Lake where they 

bel ong. 


At the present time, there is a day school at York *actory, 
but as the school hoard at that point have been unable to 
secure a teacher for the past four years, same has heen 
closed. The salary of the teacher at York is coverdd by @ 
grant of $500.00 from the department and the rema inder by 
the Provincial Gowrnmment. 


When at York in “arch, the ‘Yen. Arch-“eacon R.Paries, 

informed the writer that it was his intention of retiring this 
year, but as yet, no repl cement has been secured for him. 

He is a memher of the school board at York. 


Perhaps if Mrs. Caley is anxious to teach and has the 
the necessary qualifications, she could no doubt obtain the 
position at York by applying to the department concerned. 


In so far as children of “reaty Indians situated in the various 
settlements along the Hudson Yay “ailway are concerend, such 
as at Wahowden, Thicket Portage, Pikwitonei, Gillam and 
Churchill, I would suggest that the same arrangement ae at 
York te made with the provincial government, whereby what 
children whom are ‘classified aa Treaty Indians and resident 
at these various points, be permitted to attend the schools 
already established by the provincial government. ‘the Indian 
Department to contribute a proportionate amount of the 
teacher's salary and towards the maintenance of the school 
generally. 


The attendance e® all these schools along the line, is 
practically the same, being comprised chiefly of a few white 
* ghildren, helf breeds and non-treaty Indianse In so far as 
health is. concerned, #reety Indian chidren are just as healthy 
as non-treaty children, and perhape more so than the half-breeds. 


if such an arrangene nt as sugested in paragraph (8) was 
adopted, it would be a worth while cause for expenditure, 

merits of seme can be readily appreciated. 

It would be necessery to mke a survey of all the children at 
the various points along the line, in order to arrive at som 
understanding of proportiomte cost to the departments comcerned. 


This matter might be further discussed with Mr, Hamilton at 
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at Treaty time, in the mantime, departmental views might 
be obtained, ana if favoursble t> the proposal, Mr.Hemilton 
could approach the provincial government in thie regard. 


In so far as Mre. Hughes-Caley is concerned, 4 would suggest 
that Mr. Hamilton take no action other than to inform her of 
the vacancy at York.

Dear Sir: 


Would it possible for your department to give me any 
assistance in connection with educational work tht I am trying to do 
emong the children of the “illam indians during the summer monthe 
when they are in from the trap-lines ? I began this work tentatively 
last fall with ebout thirteen boys and eleven girls who came 
alternately for four afternoons a week. Many more children wanted to 
come, but 1 was ohliged to restrict attendance to those between the 
ages of nine and fifteen owing to my limited quarters ana to the’ 
a@nability to buy suitable material. 


The things 1 urgently need are 1) about thirty Beginners' 
Readere of the type used in Indian ‘@y Schools or the colourful Jane 
& Jerry series in use in our Public Schools for white children. 


2) A supply of pencils, scribblers and loose drawing paper & orayons. 


3) Wall pictures or Charts for teaching the names of common ob je étes 

and for assistance in number work and health teaching. These children 
learn go much from pictures - particularly if health posters are ada pte 
to their own sur roundi nee. 


4) Simple ratione would be most beneficial as these children are most 
of them undernourished. A large box of bisouits, 2 cases of milk and 
12 gers of peanut butter wou ld be the type of things I would suggest 
together with tea or cocoa and sugar to stretch the malk ration. 


5) As our house accommodation was entirely inadequate my husband and I 
bave rented an empty house and’ fitted one room with benches. We have 
paid the rent until June 15th, but it would be a tremendous help to us 
if your department could see its way to pay the eight 4ollare a month 
from June the fifteenth until September the fifteenth. As Gillem is 
unsuitable for a Reservation it would be unwise to run a school all the 
time, but there is an ebvious need for somethingto keep the children 
ocoupied for part of the time during the summer months. Those who cam 
to me last year all learned to write their names and addresses and were 
counting quite nicely. Through constant contact with me, both in my 


home and theirs, nesrly all of them can both understand and speek a 
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Little #nglish which will be useful to them later. long before our 
marriage, mg husband mainteined a children's corner where Indian 
children are free to come and look at books and magazines (we need 
more suitable ones) or pley games such as dominoes and draughts, etc. 


During my work as Dispenser & Matron during the past 
winter, I have seen many oppor tunities for educating the parents 
through teaching the children and 1 would wish to adapt my teaching 
to the children's immediate heeds rather than give full-day -school 
teaching in the time available. So far 1 have made use of my experience 
as a French *pecialist in teaching these children by the direct method. 
Many of the principles that 1 used while teaching English to “rench 
children in France oan also be applied. “ 


Pilea under the name of Miss M, Pearman, formerly a teacher 
in the Correspondence Branch of the Vepertment of *ducation, you may 
possibly have a list of my qualifications for teaching. When you come 
to Gillam with the Treaty party in June you will have an op por tunity 
of inspecting my "“sechool" premises, 48 I hope to use the bhilding for 
Dr. Yule's inspection. There is a emall room which I could fix up as 4 
temporary of*ice for you, if you wieh to be near him, but 1 have not 
yet had an opportunity of discussing this mtter with the acting 
indian Agent, Corporal Moore, R.C.M.P., who may he making other 
arrangements for you & other members of the Treaty party. 


I shall possibly be in Winnipeg during the firet week in 
May fora very hrief visit, and could discuss the matéer with you 
further if you so desire. As mils are uncertain, will you kindly 
send your reply to this letter to me C/o Dr. M.Ellen Douglass, 
136 Sherbrook St., Winnipeg and clearly makk it T0 AWAIT ARRIVAL. 


Please note thit I am asking merely for help with supplies 
and not for remuneration in connection with this mggestion for 
teaching our Indian children here.

I enclose a letter from Mrs. Hughes-Caley, 
together with a copy of a report from Cpl. Moore. 


I have no doubt Mrw. Hughes-Caley is doing 
very excellent work; but you will note Gpl. Moore does not 
wish to encourage the Indians to remain off their reserves 
and in this Il agree. Many of these people living along the 
Hudson's Bay Railway line at times find the ming hard and 
their contact with the outside often spreads disease which 
is difficult to control. 


Cpl. Moore has made a suggestion that the 
*rovincial Government Schools he used for those Indians 
definitely located in any of the settlements. I think this 
proposal reasonable and I am sure the Provineial authorities 
would agree providing we paid a fair share of the cost. 


Although the request made by Mrs.Hughes-

Dear. Sir: 


Would it be possible for your department to give me any assistance 
in eonnection with educational work that I am trying to do among the 
children of the Gillam Indians during the summer months when they are in 
from the trap lines? 


I began this work tentatively last fall with about thirteen boys 
and eleven girls who came alternately for four afternoons a week. Many 
more children wanted to come, but I was obliged to restrict attendance to 
those between the ages of nine and fifteen owing to my limited quarters 
and to the inability to buy suitable material. 


The things I urgently need are about thirty Beginners ‘Readers of 
the type used in Indien Day Schools or the colourful Jane & Jerry series 
in use in our Public Schools for white chila@en. 
2) <A supply of pencils, seribbiers and loose drawing paper & crayons, 
3) Wall pictures or Charts for teaching the names of common objects and 
for assistance in number work and health teaching. These children learn 
s0 mueh from pictures - particularly Bf health posters are adapted to thee? 
own surroundings. 
4) Simple rations would be most beneficial as these children sre most of 
them undernourished. A large box of biscuits, 2 cases of milk and 12 jars 
of peanut butter would be the type of things I would suggest together with 
tea or cocoa and, sugar to stretch the milk ration. 
5) As our house accommodation was entirely inadequate my husband and I have 
rented an empty house and fitted one room with benches. We have paid the 
rent until June 15th, but it would be a tremendous help to us if your de- 
partment could see it s way to pay the eight dollars a month from June the 
fifteenth until September the fifteenth. As Gillam is unsuitable for 4 
Reservation it would hewumeise to run a gehool all the time, butdhere is 
an ob#@ous need for something to keep the children occupied for part of th-e 
time during the summer months. Those who came to me last year all learned 
to write their names and addresses and were counting quite nicely. Through 
constant contact with me, both in my home and theirs, nearly all of them can 
both understand and speak a little English which will be useful to them later 
Long before our marriage, my husband maintained a children's corner where 
Indian children are free to come and look at books and sagazines or play 
‘ames such as dominoes and draughts dtc. (We ne@@ more suitable ones) 


During my work as Dispenser & Matron during the past winter, I have 
seen many opportunities for educating the parents through teaching the 
children and I would wish to adapt my teaching to the children's immediate 
heads rather than give full day-school teaching in the time availebam. So 
far I have made use of my experience as a French Specialist in teaching 
these children by the direct mehhod. Many of the principles that I used 
while teaching English to French ehildren in France can also be applied. 


Filed under the name of Miss M. Pearman, formerly a teacher in the 
Correspondwace Brench of the Depampment of Fducation, you may possibly have 
a list of my qualifications for teaching. When you come to Gillam with the 
Treaty party in Tune you will have an opportunity of inspecting my "school" 
premises, as I hope to use to use the building for Dr. Yule's ingpection. 
There is a small room which I could fix up as a temporary office for you, if 
you wish to be near him, but I have not yet had an opportunity of discussing 
this matter with the acting Indian Agent, Corporal Moore R.C.M.P., who may 
be making other arrangments for your & other members of the Treaty party.

YORK FACTORY 
Cradle of the West 


ORK Factory is often spoken 
Ye as the “cradle of the Cana- 
dian West” because so many of 
the first settlers entered the 
country by way of this historic 
old port and trading post on the 
west of Hudson Bay. Situated 
just within the mouth of the 
Hayes River on a narrow tongue 
of land that has the Hayes River 
on one side and the Nelson on 
the other, it was for nearly two 
centuries the headquarters of 
fur trade on “the Bay” and, as 
such, it knew stirring times and 
played an important part in the 
making of Canada. 


Its importance as a point of 
entry and business centre 
dwindled with the building of 
railways to the west until, to- 
day, York Factory is merely a 
ghost of its illustrious past. 
Yet, like other famous trading 
posts around the Bay, it is still 
mantled with an aura of glam- 
our and romance. 


We visited this historic spot 
last July. We sailed down the 
Bay from Churchill to York 
Factory on a little packet ship 
just as many an Adventurer did 
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EVA BECKETT 


in those far-off early days of 
the fur trade. 

It was shortly after dawn 
when our ship entered the Hayes 
River and anchored in mid- 
stream opposite the trading 
post, but long before it had an- 
chored, the Indian vilage that 
stretches a mile or more along 
the high river embankment was 
wide awake. Some early riser 
had seen us approaching and 
quickly spread the news, and 
now men, women and children 
poured from tents and log 
cabins, talking excitedly in their 
high-pitched musical voices. 

The packet ship’s arrival is 
always a big event at York Fac- 
tory. It happens only once, or 
sometimes twice, each summer 
and all the things seen and done 
on that occasion provide topics 
of discussion for many a week 
after. Some of the Cree children 
were seeing a ship for the first 
time in memory, and watched it 
in round-eyed amazement. I 
waved to them from the deck 
but, at that, some hid shyly be- 
hind their mothers’ skirts, for 
a strange white woman was not 
to be welcomed lightly. 


As soon as the anchor drop- 
ped, Indian men and older boys 
hurried to the landing, eager to 
begin the task of unloading the 
ship. It would be tedious, but 
a pleasure too, to unload such in- 
teresting boxes and bales, and 
cartons and barrels as stacked 
the decks and stowed the hold to 
capacity. They could scarcely 
wait for the post manager to go 
aboard and conclude the neces- 
sary business formalities with 
the captain. 

The colour and pageantry 
once associated with this occa- 
sion have long since disap- 
peared. -Had it been a hundred 
years ago, booming cannon 
would have announced our ar- 
rival, and skirling pipes have 
escorted the post manager, 
proudly decked in red coat and 
gold braid, when he walked 
from the door of the great trad- 
ing post to greet us at the shore. 
Instead, when we visited the 
post a pleasant young man in 
business suit came aboard to 
welcome us and to arrange about 
getting the cargo ashore.

Dear Colonel Neary: Re: York Factory 


In answer to your letter of February seventh and further 
on our conversation about York Factory. 


I have been in touch with Bishop Lofthouse who has opinions 
of his own and also advice from Archdeacon Faties on the matter in question. 
The M.S.G.C. Executive has asked that the proposition be explored further 
but at the moment one or two points indicate that caution ought to be 
exercised before the establishment of a residential school at York Factory. 


(1) Information has it that the soil is of such a nature 
wholly unfitted for the production of vegetables. 
This would mean added costs in the way of food 
purchases and transportation. 


York Factory is roughly two days by canoe from Gillam 
which would "scare-off" prospective staff members 
in many cases. 


Most heavy supplies are shipped by rail from Winnipeg 
to Churchill and by schooner from Churchill about 
200 miles up the coast. Such transportation is 
very costly. 

(4) Fuel in the ares is expensive 


x (5) The remoteness of the Post would create quite a 
problem in procuring staff. 

There is no question but that a Residential schook ought 
to be provided for 'the accommodation of Anglican Indian children of the 
northern Manitoba area. Our Church authorities have been requesting one 
ever since the McKay School was lost. One wonders however if York Factory 
is the proper site. The experience of both the Department and the Church 
during the past few years has been, I think, that schools distantly

located from railways or regular boat transportation are not only costly 
to operate and maintain but create other problems besides. For my part 
I'd like to see an Anglican institution located on the Hudson's Bay 
Railway somewhere between The Pas and Gillam. 

However please do not take this letter as a refusal of 
the Indian Affairs Branch proposition. I would appreciate having the 
opportunity to discuss this with you further at your convenience. Perhaps 
the difficulties suggested earlier can be overcome.

Extract from Regional Supervisor Davis' 
report dated January 4th, 1949 on the 
York Factory Indian Day School. 


In the village at the time of our 
arrival there were 12 Treaty children and 
13 non/treaty children. These people live 
around the settlement. Mr. Grafton, the 
Provincial School Inspector, made arrangements 
to open up a classroom the first of the year, 
and hired the Hudson's Bay Manager's wife as 
teacher, Both Treaty and non-treaty children 
will be looked after. This will be a joint 
school, and, no doubt, the Provincial Government 
will be taking the matter up with you. 
We were unable, owing tc lying conditions, 
to visit the North Knife Settlement, which is about 
8 miles north of Churchill and where the Indians are 
now permanently located. This being half of the 
uck Lake Band, which, I understand, split up a few 
years ago. There are about 150 Indians in each band, 
as near ¢ I could learn. It is my intention to go 
in next summer and check over the whole situation, 
as we may be able to build a school for these people. 
We were also unable to visit Neultin Lake, as flying 
conditions in the Barren Lands were bad, and the 
pilot advised us it was not safe. Part of the 
Brochet Band live at t joint.

The living quarters especially are very poorly painted and 
finished, the cupboard doors do not fit and the paint has 
just been slapped on. 


In the Main Class Koom, the smal), windows on the North side 
are fitted with Butt hinges, these hinges were not countersunk, 
when the windows are closed it leaves an eighth of an inch gap. 


The Contractor was told ebout all this by the Assistant Agent 
at God's Lake and agreed to rectify it, however it was not done as 
apparently the main idea was to get finished and get back to town, 

Unfortunately, the Contractor had left when I made my final 
inepection, The whole finish shows a definite lack of interest. 


In my Opinion this man should not be given any further Contracts with 
the Indian Department.

Replying to yours of June 7th, -No.138-2-3 -I have 

to explain that the small attendance of Indian children at our 
ScHool during last winter was due tothe hard winter the people 
ecpenienced. Fur-bearing animals were scarce,which meant reduced 
circumstances for the Indians,and they could not afford to live 
at the Settlement. So the children were taken away to distant 
fishing places . Since the Sunmer,however,the attendance of 
Indian children hes increased so much that we were obliged to 
dismiss the half-breed children in order to give ample accommodation 
to the Indian children. 


As to the information asked for - I may say that the Manitoba 
Deparment of Education allows a grant of $ 40.00 a month towards 
the teacher's salary . The teacher's salary ist1000.00 & year. 
Besides the salary we have to allow $200.00 a year for operation 

expenses - transportation, fuelke., ®8@ we cannot draw on our 
Church Missionary funds for any etpeme@: in connection with the 
School.

Mr. Chunn has been paid for April, May, 
June and July, or four months of the current fiscal 
year, and consequently only five months’ salary can 
be paid between now and the end of Mareh, 1941.

Extract from Regional Supervisor Davis' 
report dated January 4th, 1949 on the 
York Factory Indian Day behool. 


In the village at the time of our 
arrival there were 12 Treaty children and 
13 non/treaty children, These people live 
around the settlement. Mr. Grafton, the 
Provincial School Inspector, made arrangements 
to open up a classroom the First of the year, 
and hired the Hudson's Bay Manager's wife as 
teacher. Both Treaty and non-treaty children 
will be looked after. This will be a joint 
school, and, no doubt, the Provincial Government 
will be taking the matter up with you. 


We were unable, owing to flying conditions, 
to visit the North Knife settlement, which is about 

8 miles north of Churchill and where the Indians are 
now permanently located. This being half of the 

Duck Lake Band, which, I understand, split up a few 
years ago. There are about 15O Indians in each band, 
as near as I could learn, It is my intention to go 
in next summer and check over the whole situation, 

as we may be able to build a school for these people. 
We were also unable to visit Neultin Lake, as flying 
conditions in the Barren Lands were bad, and the 
pilot advised us it was not safe. Part of the 
Brochet Band live at this point, The settlement, 

I understand, is very small « only two or three 
families living there, the rest being scattered. 

This point will also be visited by myself next summer, 
I understand from trappers who arrived in Churehill, 
that conditions amongst these bands were fairly good 
and no one was suffering.
